Arrived in Sydney on Monday 6 July 1829, per the 226 tonne 
brig "Ionia", as a cabin passenger (paid own passage), free 
settler, ex England. 


Christened at Laurencekirk, Kincardine, Scotland: 15 November 1800, 
“November 15. George Davidson in Laur(ence)kirk & Isobel Croll his 
spouse had a son baptized James." 
Marriages in Sydney: James did not marry. I doubt he ever lived with 
any of his mistresses. He was the only James Davidson in Sydney 
between 1830-36, and had illegitimate children with: 
Mary Ann Maguire (1834), Anne Kelly (1835 and 1838), Esther 
Virtue (1839 and 1842) and possibly Margaret ? (1833, 1834). 
Died at Calcutta, India: 21 April 1851, James Davidson. NSW 
probate 9 Sep 1852. His father's death certificate says James died ca 
1852, aged 51.

Upon 
the following Trusts that is to say Upon Trust as soon as possible after my 
decease to sell the same and every part thereof and from and out of the 
proceeds thereof to pay all my just debts funeral and Testamentary 
Expenses And in the next place Upon Trust after payment as last aforesaid 
of said debts and funeral and Testamentary Expenses to divide the residue 
equally between my two Sons James Davidson and George Wiseman 
Davidson share and share alike as tenants in common on their respectively 
attaining the Age of Twenty one years Provided always that should either of 
my said Two children die before they should attain the age of Twenty one 
years then upon Trust as to such my deceased child's share to handover 
the ? to the other who shall attain the age of Twenty one years. And also in 
case both my said children shall die before attaining the age of Twenty one 
years Then upon Trust to hand the residue of said Trust property and Estate 
to such persons as are by Law entitled to receive the same. And for the 
information of my said Trustees hereinbefore named I declare that I am 
possessed of Ninety Hunters River Steam shares Hunters River Sydney and 
a piece of ground at Portland Bay near Melbourne South Australia. 
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And I hereby appoint the aforesaid Edward Hutchinson Pollard Esquire and 
Alexander Campbell Esquire to be Executors of this my Will In Witness 
whereof I the said James Davidson have to this last my last Will and 
Testament set my hand this Twentieth day of April One thousand eight 
hundred and fifty one. Signed by Ja Davidson (a 
very sickly signature) 


James Davidson worked for Hughes & Hosking, perhaps the largest 
business in Sydney, from 1836 until 1844. In 1844, he wrote that as 
chief clerk (accountant) he had "managed the business". He bought 
Eumarella Station at Macarthur, Victoria with John Hosking. They 
both bought land in New Zealand. Clearly, James Davidson had very 
rich and powerful friends in Sydney. 


MR. JOHN HOSKING'S OBITUARY 

Forty years ago Mr Hosking occupied a very prominent position as.... 
Mayor of Sydney and (part owner) of Hughes and Hosking, at one 
time was doing perhaps the largest business in the colony. 
Hosking joined his brother-in-law, the late Mr John Terry Hughes, and 
established the great firm of Hughes and Hosking of this city. They 
had an extensive mercantile shipping and steam flour business, 
and were about the largest landed proprietors in the colony. In 
1841 the Albion Mills burnt down... the firm sustained heavy losses, 
their books and papers being all destroyed. At the public sale at 
Sydney of allotments in the "town of Melbourne," Hughes and 
Hosking were the largest purchasers, nearly one-half of several 
Melbourne main streets having been bought by them at about upset 
prices. Sydney Morning Herald, Friday 22 September 1882. 
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The Albion Mills, in Darling Harbour, Sydney. On Sussex Street at the 
foot of Market Street (on the left hand side, at the southern end of 
Sydney Harbour Bridge). 


How many children did James Davidson have? 
Martha Davidson's father was described a "clerk" in her 1834 
christening document. 
The following death notice found in the SMH in 1882 shows James' 
other children also included Jessie (Mrs Cocks), Mary Jane (Mrs 
Wood), George and James: 
DAVIDSON -January 2, at his residence, Mahe Seychelles, Mauritius, 
James, the dearly beloved husband of M. J. Davidson, brother of 
Mrs. Cocks, Castlereagh-street (Sydney); Mrs S D Wood, Bathurst;

My great-great-great grandfather James Davidson was a very busy 
man, both in the nest and in business.

After their marriage Jessie and John Cocks, a miner from Cornwall or Devon, 
went mining around NSW before settling back in Sydney where they ran a 
hotel in Double Bay (1873-75) and then the European Hotel in Castlereagh 
Street (1875-81). Family stories suggest sisters Jessie and Mary Jane were 
very close. Some of Mary Jane's children worked at John Cocks' European 
Hotel.

James Davidson in Sydney 

James is not in the 1828 NSW Census. So he arrived in Sydney after 
this date! 

Profession: Clerk, on daughter Martha’s baptism certificate. Martha 
was illegitimate, her mother was Mary Ann Maguire*. 

Arrival in Sydney. James Davison arrived in Sydney on 06 Jul 1829, 
per ‘Ionia’; one of only two cabin passengers (paid own fare); free 
settler, ex England. ‘Ionia’: (1) the brig arrived from Sydney 16th 
May. Hobart Town Courier. 30 May 1829; (2) left Hobart on 29 June 
for Sydney. The ship carried wool, wheat and potatoes. Captain C L 
Buck. Twelve crew, British, 226 tonnes. The ship was totally wrecked 
in Bass Strait on 31 Sep 1829 on its way to Mauritius. The sea voyage 
from Liverpool to Sydney took about four months 

Lloyd's Register of Shipping, 1827-28: Ionia. Brig. Captain Buck. 
214 tonnes. Built Chepstow. Repaired 1821. Built 1818. Owned by the 
American Captain Buck & Co. Sailed between Liverpool to New South 
Wales. 12 feet water draught when fully loaded. "Proved iron cable", 
means rigged using wire rope. Length: 86 ft 5 in. Breadth (below): 24 
ft 5 in. Depth: 14 ft 3 in. 1 deck. 2 masts. square stern. Hull covered in 
copper.

Some of the clerks, even 
before the fire might be said to have burst forth, ascended the 
galleries leading to the counting-houses, but were soon compelled to 
retreat ..Mr Davidson got upon the verandah a very considerable 
time before the fire reached the building, and only escaped 
suffocation from the smoke of the pitch by throwing himself from the 
verandah ......... The Australian, 6 March 1841. 
1841. MESSRS HUGHES & HOSKING will feel much obliged to 
parties holding their promissory notes and other obligations to render 
them particulars of the same, the late fire at their premises in Sussex- 
street having partially destroyed several of their books and papers.

Eumarella Station, Portland, 
Victoria. Aboriginal tribes lived 
in two areas around Mount Eccles. They constructed stone huts in 
both areas and stone fish traps at Lake Condah, and lived on fish, 
native plants and animals. They were permanent residents in these 
areas until European settlement slowly pushed them out. Macarthur 
on the Eumeralla river, was originally called Eumeralla, thought to be 
an aboriginal name meaning “ Valley of Plenty”. It was a settlement of 
pastoral licences long before any towns appeared. Macarthur (named 
a town in 1857) was a popular resting place half-way between 
Hamilton (“The Grange”) and Port Fairy (Belfast). Travellers rested 
at the Eumeralla Inn. Pastoral 
Licences. The Pastoral Run that began in 1842 as Eumeralla was 
divided into two licences - "Eumeralla West" and "Eumeralla East". 
Both Eumeralla licences were taken up in 1842 by Hunter, Hosking* 
& Davidson of Sydney, and sold to Benjamin Boyd in 1843. The 
1840s depression caught up with some high flying business men, 
including the first Mayor of Sydney, John Hosking, who went 
bankrupt and had to retire from the Council in 1843. 

1843. Supreme Court. James Davidson witness. The 1843 Depression 
in Sydney, caused by Hughes & Hosking going insolvent, brought 
down the Bank of Australia. This would have forced James Davidson to 
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sell out of Eumaralla Station, Portland: 1843. NOTICE 
IS HEREBY GIVEN. The partnership in the station at Eumaralla in 
the district of Port Fairy, Portland Bay, its stock etc: James Hunter, of 
Eumaralia, settler, is removed; leaving John Hosking Esq., and Mr 
James Davidson, both of Sydney as owners. Dated 22 April 1843. 
Portland Guardian & Normanby Advertiser, 20 May 1843. NOTICE IS 
HEREBY GIVEN. In the partnership in Eumaralla station between 
James Hunter, late of Eumaralla, and John Hosking and James 
Davidson both of Sydney. Hunter has been removed. All monies due 
will only be received by John Hosking and James Davidson at Sydney, 
or at Eumaralla by Mr Alexander Ellison Dare, their agent. People are 
cautioned not to purchase or receive any stock or produce of the said 
station, except from the parties last mentioned, or proceedings for the 
recovery thereof will be immediately instituted.

Another Richard Lawson was laird of Hariggs, the lands in Edinburgh 
where Heriot's Hospital stands. He was appointed Lord Justice-Clerk 
about 1488. His wife's name is shown on a street west of the Hospital, 
known as Lady Lawson's Wynd. His descendants were the Lawsons of 
Cairnmuir, in Peeblesshire. Though there is no known connection 
between this family and the Lawsons of Garvock parish. However, 
both families had Richard, James and John as predominant forenames 
for over 300 years. James Lawson was the laird of Cairnmuir 1675- 
1700. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of William Scott of 


Mountbougar. They had a son called William. o ere 
the pro genitor of the Lawson family.

I give and devise 
all my land and hereditaments situate at Kiama in the said Colony 
unto the said Ann Jones, her heirs and assigns. But nevertheless to 
the uses and upon the trusts following (that is to say) as one undivided 
moiety of the same hereditaments to the use of her son James." ). 
Anne Kelly and Samuel Jones. Married 5 April 1847 and had three 
children: William born 1847, dead pre 1860 as not listed in his 
father's death certificate; Edmund/Edward, born 1850 and died 1875; 
Isabella born 1854, died 1862. 


Totally unconfirmed birth of an Anna Kelley in 1845 to a William and Ann Kelley - from an alleged 
descendent who is convinced that Anna is child of Ann Kelly & the judge Donnithorne but registered as 
child of Ann Kelly and another of the Judge's employees (who managed property for the judge down in 
Kyneton, Victoria).

The Great Potato Famine of Ireland (1845-50). Some writers claim 
over 30,000 single Irish women arrived in NSW between 1848-63.

Evidence that Martha Davidson was illegitimate. 
“Maria Ann Mc Guire (Maguire) was brought up on warrant, 
obtained by Mr. Davison, (Davidson) for outrageous conduct, and 
was ordered to find security for better behaviour for twelve calendar 
months. It appeared in evidence her visit to this gentleman was to 
obtain a maintenance for a child”.

1849. Assisted immigration (back to) Sydney (AO NSW reels 2136, 
2460): Martha Davidson, aged 14, laundress, Church of England, can 
read and write, born in Sydney, NSW. Parents: James & Mary Ann 
Davidson. No relations in colony, no complaints, good health. Under 
parents names and if still living: mother living in Dublin. (Father 
probably dead). Arrived in Sydney on 21 Nov 1849 per ‘William & 
Mary’ from Plymouth. Listed under orphan females. Martha must have 
returned to Ireland with her mother, as shipping record says mother 


living in Dublin). Read: Trevor Mc Laughlan’s Barefoot & Pregnant. 
Employed by E G Pryce of Maneroo, for £8 a year. 


First child. Martha's first child Mary Ann Parker was born 24 
October 1852. Her father was Thomas Spence, an Irish convict who 
arrived in 1837. So Martha became pregnant aged seventeen. 
Thomas was aged forty six! 


Married at Cooma, NSW: 03 Dec 1856, Martha Davison & 
ARCHIBALD PARKER. Archibald: aged 33, a batchelor, labourer 
at ‘Woolway*,’ born in Glasgow, Scotland. Mother: Frances Hall. 
Father: a miner, no name? Martha: aged 22, a spinster, born in 
Dublin, Ireland (false), house servant at ‘Woolway’. Mother: Mary 
Anne McGuire. 

oe a carpenter, no name? *A selection 10 miles NW of Dalgety, 


Died at ‘Woodside,’ Dalgety, NSW: 12 Dec 1901, Martha Parker. 
Father: James Davidson, ship’s captain (wrong). Mother: Mary Ann 
O’Dwyer (Maguire). Buried Gegedzerick Cemetery, Berridale. Born at 
Sydney, NSW. CHECK: Monaro Mercury. 


Death of Martha Parker. 12 August 1901. There passed away 
(writes a correspondent) at her son's residence Woodside, last week, 
an old and esteemed resident in the person of Mrs A (Archibald) 
Parker. The deceased was a native of near Sydney, but had lived on 
Manaro, near Jimenbuen, for a period of 40 years; and at the time of 
her death was 69 years of age. Her husband had died some few years 
ago. 

For many months prior to her death the poor old ladv had been 
confined 

to her bed and suffered great pain which was borne with a truly 
unflinching christian fortitude. Her sons and daughters were all 
present at the time of her death, and with an unswerving affection and 
fidelity watched by their mother's bedside, dav and night. The love for 
one’s mother is the finest trait in the human character. She died at 
12 o'clock (midnight) on last Monday night. Her remains 

were .interred within the Church of England portion of the 
Gegedzerick Cemetery, there being a large following. Great sympathv 
it expressed for the bereaved family, among whom are Mrs Quill of 
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Dalgety, Mr Joseph Parker, of Woodside, and several unmarried sons 
and daughters.
